Claims 1-9 are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, the 

transfer relaying device connecting the image forming device and the peripheral unit so as to keep 

the space provided for unjamming treatment intact, in combination with the other limitations of the 

claims, that is not taught by or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 10-16 are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, a 

transfer relaying device, acting as a first positioning means, and a second position means provided so 
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as to make a space for unjamming treatment, in combination with the other limitations of the claims, 
that is not taught by or suggested by the prior art of record.
